Af- 
terwards of the Nature of the Country, and 
Manners of the People, the Eleftion of their 
Kings, their Government, and their Religion. 
T heſe are the principal Hears upon which we 
make our Enquiries of any Country and Peo- 
ple.

> 
Oland is an Elective Monarchy, comprehending the Antienr 
Sarmatia European, and the Eaſtern part of Germany, t6- 
wards the Viſtula. It is callzd by the Natives Pelsks, and 
ho taken its Name from the Word Pole, or Pola ; which, 
in the Sclavenian Language, ftignihe, an Hunting Country ; all thi: 
Tate Conlitting of vait Plains, Ficlds and Woods, Proper for Hunting 
It 1s much greater, and more Conlidcravle than it was, lince L:- - 
thuania, and ſeveral other Provinces, have been addcd: For before 
1t. only contain'd what we now Call the Grear, and the Lejſes 
Poland : But with theſe Additions, 'tis one of the greateſt Kirs. 
doms 1n Europe. Mofcovy and Tartary lie. to the Eaſt Hung ar) Y, 
Tranſ{itvania and DMoldav.a tg the courts ; Germany tO the Weſt; 
_ the Baltick Sea, Livonia, and a D: art of Il hite Riiia, or Mofc Fa 
, to the North. This State may be divided into the Kins, "hs of 
Fold, and the Great Dutch y fy tmvama. The Kingdom of Poland 


is ſubdivided into Greer ard Left Poland » The Feit Poland Hes 
A 2. Rh: vir 
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buwixe Hungary, Sileſia and Ruſſia: In it is Cracow, the Capital 
City of all the Kingdom, and Sandomirz, Great Pcland is bc- 
rwixt Germany, Pomerania, Sil:ſia and the Lefſer Poland ; and has 
the Citics of Poſnum, Kaliſch, Gneſna, Lencici, Lubl'n and Sirad: Ir 
contains. allo the Provinces of Maizowvia, where 1s Warſaw and 
Pliccko; Cnjivia, where is Uladiſi:w;, Royal Pruſſia, Which has 
Dantz.'ch, Elbing, Thorn, ec. and Black Rujſia, with the Citics of 
Leopol!, and Prezoniſle, in Latin Premiſlia. Lithuania has in it the 
Cities of Vitro, Nov grace, Polocz.h, Minx, Wiſepezk, Miciſlaw, Bre- 
(kw, &c. and 1s divided into FPFolh;zia, with the Cities of Luchs, 
Kiow, &c. Podolia, with the Citics of Caminiec, Brachaw, &c. Po- 
leff:, where 1s Breſſic: ; and Samogitia, the Capital of which is Med- 
nik:. Pl:nd is otherwiſe divided into Thirty four Palat:nates, or 
Governments : Every Palatin? has his Choſrellans under him, and 
thcy are Captains and Governors of Cirics, and are abour Eighty 
icven in all. There may be an Ecclchaftical Diviftion of Poland, 
according to their two Archbiſhopricks of Gneſna and Leopold. 
They had formerly Riga too, bur that Ciry 1s now in- poſſeſſion of 
\ the Swedes. The Archbiſhop of Gneſna is the Firſt Senator ; he 
1ticends the Throne upon the King's Death, and governs rill an- 
>rher is Chote. There are Fifteen Biſhopricks 1n Poland, many

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CHAP. I. 
Of the Country of Poland. 


FTYHE Air of Pcland is very pure ; and the Land fo good, that 
it is almoft impoſſible ro conceive the Quantity of Corn they 

ſ:nd ro other Countries. There are vaſt Plains, as far as you can 
Le, intermix'd with Rivers, and many Woods ; which are to the 
Advamage, as well as Beauty, of the Country. This chiefly con- 
Corns Great Puland: The Leſſer is as fruitful, though not ſo com- 
_ pat: In it are Mines of Silver and Iron, and Vines, and excellent 
Fruits. With theſe Advantages, they likewiſe enjoy a TIT 

Ir. 
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Air. Bur it is not fo in Lichsanio: The Commodities in whic! 
they trad2, are, Honey, Wax, Veniſon, Fiſh, Timber, Hemp, Corn 
the Skins of Martins, Caſtors, Bears, Elks, and othcr Wild Bcalts ; 
as alſo Copoer, Lead, Iron, and chiefly Steel. 

The N»bilty only are conſiderable in Poll: The Third Ettare 
are, ina manner, Slaves. The Gentlemen of P:l17:4 are large, and 
ſt-ong ; dxterouſly wield the Scimitar ; Learn-d in Forciga Las- 
guages; very lib>ral, brave Mn; and hearty Roman Car i/icks. 
Bur it matt farther be own'd, that they are herce, a:d proud ; th 
they ſacrifice every thing to their 0:y1 Opinions; 'and own ny 
Sovereign, but Lib:rty. From hence have come thoſe Advantages 
the Tartars and Moſcovites have had form:rly againt them ; and 
the Reaſons why the King of Sueden, with about Forty Thouſand 
Men, reduced their Country to rhe laſt Extremity, when their Ar- 
mies conſiſted of Two Hundred Thouſand Fighting Men : Which 
could proceed from no other Cxuſe, than a Miſ-underitang among 
themſelves, and the little Power they give their Prince : Inſfomuch, 
that before the Senate can be aflembled, and the Nobility have re- 
{folved to go to War, the Enemy has Time to do what he will in 
the Field ; and there are no ſtrong Places to hinder his going to 
the Gates of Warſaw. However, the Poland:rs are good Soldiers, 
eſpecially the Horſe, who are armed with a Carabine, a Caſe of 
Piſtols, an Axe .on one {:d2, and Scynitar on the other, a Qu1ver 
fall of Arrows and a Bow at their Backs, which thaf vie after the 
che Diſcharge of their Firs-Arms, when the Enemy fives. The 
Pelanders love Travelling ; they are faithful, obliging, and civil ro 
Strangers : They are rich in their Habits, and fpleadid in their 
Entertainments, which they make freely for their Friends. 

Their Marriages, cfpccially in the Countries of Prajiz, Smog: 
ttia and Lithuania, are as follows; The Young Woinen do not 
marry before the Age of Twenty four Years; or, at leat, not be- 
fore they have wrought with thcir own Hands Cloth and Gar- 
ments to prefent every one that attends their Bridegroom to 
Church. When the Father ſeeks a Wife for his Son, he conh- 
ders neither Beauty, nor Fortune ; but only hex Manners, whe- 
ther ſhe be of an agreeable Age, it ſhe has a Body likely ro con- 
ceive and bear Children. Having tound fuch an one, ſhe is tajters 
away by ſome of the Bridegroom's Kindred ; after which, they 
apply for the Father's Conſent, to Compleat the Alarriage. Thee 
People retain Riil many Relicks. of P.:g2n Supcriticions ; tor, in the 

iunction* 
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Funetions or Ceremonies of Matrimony, they make the Bride 
three tines round the Fire, then {it down, waſh her Feet, and 
with that Warcr ſprinkle the Bd and all the Moveables that be- 
lng to the New-niarried Couple. They anoint the Bride's Mouth 
with Honey, cover her Eycs With. a Veil, and fo lead her Blindfold 
co alt ihe Doors of the Hauſe, which ſhe maſt trike with her Right 
Fo. They throw Wheat, Rye, Oats, Barley, Rice and Beans 
at he Doors, faying, © That the Bride ſhall never want any of 
So © Grains it 1h continues devout in her Religion, and rakes

Thor Women arc little, not handſom, very ſimple, 
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bur civil : The Potanders love them, bat trear them like Servants ; 
and when they return home from the Army, they give them their 
Right Hands to kils. They are ſomething jealous, and therefore 
have no Converſation, but with their next Relations, unlets when 
they are at Balls and Feaſts. They go very feldom abroad. 

There are no Inns in Poland, upon the Road ; and therefore, 
Gentlemen that travel, either lodge with their Friends, or Carry 
their own Proviſions along with them, or eltfe he upon the Coun- 
try-People, who are obliged to receive them, and that as a Tax up- 
on them.

CHAT. Mk 
Of the Kngs of Poland. 


TT is commonly thought the Hrns were the brit People thar 

came int9 Pcland ; and the Sclavonians, who drove thence the 
Suedes and Goths, and {ome others that inhabited from the Viſtula, 
to the Elbe. Lechus made kimf{clt Maſter of it abour the Year 550, 
and began the Monarchy of Pcl:nd. This Prince refided at Gneſna, 
a City which ke built, and ſo named from an Faglc's Neft that 
was found on the rop of a Tree where it was building ; the Word, 
in the Poliſh Language, fignitying a Ne#f : Whenrice came the Arms 
of the Kingdom to be a Spread-Eagle. 

The firſt Governors of this Country did not aſſume r9 themſelves 
the Tiile of Kings, bur only that of Dukes; and the firſt Form of 
Government was very inconſtant ; for, afrer the Race of Lechzs, 
( though ir b- uncertain how many there were, and how long thy 
zmovern'd, and what were their Atchievments, ) Twelve Governors 
( in their Language called Vaywods } adminitter'd the Government ; 
who having refin'd this barbarous People by good Laws and CoMm- 
ſtirutions, at lat were divid:d among themiclves. Whereupon, 
the Poles elefted one Cracxs ; who having reſtor'd the Comma: -

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wealth to its former Stare, built the City of Cracovia, {( now Cra- 
co2,) Calling; it after his own Name,. ard making it his Place of Re- 
tdonee. Fis youngeſt Son, Lechzs the Sceond, to obtain the Prin- 
cioality, Murther'd his eldeſt Brother ; bur the Fact b-ing diſco- 
©3'd, he was banifh'd. To him, ſucceeded Venda, a Virgin, only 
Child of Crzczrs. After her Death, the Government return'd to 
Faywods wich continucd oil the Potts elected. Premesbus, a Gold- 
Smith, called alfo Leſeus the Firſt ; who obtain'd the Crown by a 
Stratagum thar fav'd the Pcles when they were in diſtreſs; the

Manner of which was thus ; © They b-1ng in the Ficld, againſt 
* the Meraviins, and finding themſelves much inferiour in Num- 
© ber, this Goldſmith bcthought himſelf of a Way ro make the 
* Pdifh Army ſeem more numerous; which was, by making a 
* grcat Number of Shickis of Barks of Trees, and afterwards 
* ſmecring them over with Galls and Quick-Stver ; which ma- 
* King a great Shew, and.the Morawvians really b.lieving the Poles. 
* were equal in Number, ſtood gazing upon. the Shiclds, till the

This Duke having no Iffue, an Horic-Race was inſtizuted, to de— 
termine the Succeilion ; and three Candidates appearing, one of 
them thinking by Subrilcy ro obtain the Crown, laid ſeveral Iron 
Spikes in the Way where the Race was to be run; which the 
the other two knowing nothing of, they galFd, and ftopd in their 
Career, fo thar the Politician: came firſt ro the Goal: But tne Fala- 
Cy buirg toon Cdctefted, a poor Country Fellow, that ran along 
with them, on Foor, only for his Divertion, was choſen, and the 
Other kill'd upon the Spor. | 

This Duke's Name was Leſ:us the Second ; and. who ( as ſome 
fay) was aſtcrwards flain in the Wars againlt Charles the Great. 

To kim fuccecded bis Son, Leſcus the Third; who having ap- 
peas'd Charks the Great With Preſents, made Peace with hin), <i- 
ther as an unoyqual Ally, or by acknowkdging bimiclt his Vallal. 
This Duke kit Poland ro his Son Fer! ; but gave the neigh- 
bouring Cuuntrics of Pererenia ard Cajocnia tO his Natural Chil- 
dren. 

Afﬀer hiw, fuccecded his Son, Popicl} the Second ; a very ill 
Man; who, by the Perfuations of bis Lady, murcher'd his Father's. 
Brothers: Wherenpon, tis reported, thatrourt of their dead Bodies. 
( which he woald not fatter to be interred )) came forth a great 
Num bez. of. huge Eat, which devour d Lim, and; his who Fa- 

muy.,. 
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mily, notwithſtanding all imaginable means were uſcd to pre- 
Vent 1t, | 

Afeer his Death, came an Inter-regnmm, full of Troubles, till the 
Poles declar'd Piaſtus, a Country-Fellow, born at Crufy/rz, for 
their Prince ; from whom, cver after, it any of the Natives ob- 
tained the Royal Dignity, they were calld Piaſti. His Poſte- 
rity reign'd for a long time in Pol:nd, from whom allo de- 
ſcendced the Dukes of Lignitz and Brieg, in Sileſia. 'Tis ſaid, 
this Duke was One Hundred and Twenty Years old when he 
dicd. 

His Son Zigmovitus was a brave and Warlike Prince ; to whom 
{ucceeded his Son 

Leſcus the Fourth ; of a peaceable Temper. 

Of much the ſame was his Son Zickmiviſtus, who ſucceeded him. 
This Prince had bur one Son, who being born blind, was, in the 
Seventh Year of his Age, ( in which Year, according to the Cu- 
ſtom of thoſe Times, his Head was to be ſhav'd, and he to receive 
_ his Name, reſtor'd ro his Sight ; which wes then taken for an 

Omen, that he ſhould be enlighten'd with the Chriitian Faith. 
His Name was /1iciſlaus, or M:/cho, who began his Reign in 95... 
and was the fhir{t Chriſtian Duke of Poland. 

Boleſlaus Chrebry, his Son, ſucceeded him in 999, and was crea- 
ted King by the Emperor O:ho the Third, who vititcd the Tomb of 
St. Adelbert, kilid in Pruſſia. 

He left the Crown to Miciſlens the Second : 

Who likewiſe left it ro C:ſimir ; who being an Infant, his Mo- 
ther Rixa took upon her the Adminiſtration of the Government ; 
bur the Pcles being dif-fatisfied with her, ſhe was forc'd to tice, 
with her Son, into Germany, Who, in his Journey afterwards to 
France, allam'd the Order and Habit of a Monk. During his Ab- 
ſence there were great Diſturbances in Poland ; whereupon, by the 
Mediation of the Pope, the Poles prevaifd upon Caſimir to leave his 
Monaltery, and to accept of the Crown ; bur upon this Condition, 
That they were yearly to contribute a Farthing for each Head, cx- 
' Cept thole of the Nobility and Clergy, towards the maintaining a 
perpetual Burning Lamp in the Church of Sr. Peter's at Rome ; and 
ati caule their Heads ro be ſhaved about their Ears, lik 

lonks. 
His Son, Bileflaus the Second, ſucceeded him. This Prince, ſur- 


nam'd The Crue!, put to death Staniſlaus, Biſhop of Cracow ; and, 
DB” as 
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as 4 Puniſhment tor his Crimes, Po/and loſt the Title of King for a 


contiderable Time. 
The next King was Ul:diſizus the Firſt, Brother to the fore-going 


Buleſlaus. 

He was ſucceeded; by his Son Belefl:us the Third, a brave Sol. 
dier, who obtain'd a fignal Victory over the Emperor Henry the 
Fifth, in the Degs Fidld, near Breſicr. There never was a Prince 
in Poland more famous than this ; he fought 45 Battels with Syc- 
ceſs, except the laſt with the Red Ruſſians, which was loft through 
the Cowardice of thc //azvod of Cracowvia ; tO Whom the K ing, tor 
Recompence, ſent a Hare's Skin and a Spinninyg-Wheel ; which fo 
rroubl'd kim, that he hang'd himfclt : Ard the Kirg likewiſe was 
tb concern'd at his Defeat, that he not long afrer dicd with Gricf. 

His Son Uladifl:us the Second tuccecded him. 

Afer whom came Releflans Criſpus, his Brother ; who receiv'd a 
great Overthrow from the Pruſſrans, his Army baving been miſ-lead 
into Moors and Bogs, through the Treachery of a Guide. 

Next ſuccceded his Brother Mcci/l. us Sernicr ; but he was foon des 
poſed for Male-Adminiſtration. 

Then came his Brother, Caſimir the Second, to be ekeSted ; who 
was only tamous for Chaſtiting the Preſrans. | 

His Son Leſcus the Fifth, Sur-nam'd The White, was fain to:con- 
tend with the banith'd A7iciſlans for the Kingdom. 

Next him, came his Son Boleſlaus the Fifth, Sur-nam'd The Chaſte ; 
in whoſe Reign the 7irtars commutted. prodigious Barbarities in Po- 
land, ard from therce made an Inroad into Si/e//a, where, in a Bat- 
tel fought near Lignirz, they flew fo many of the Inhabitants, that 
they f1l'd nine great Sacks with their Ears, though they did-cur off 
but one from each Head. 

To him ſucceeded his Coutin Leſcus, Sur-nam'd The Black, who 
was very fortunate in his Wars ; though the Civil Commotions, 
and frequent Incurfions of the Tartars, occalion'd great Diſturban- 
es 1 hs Kingdom. 

Aticr his Death, there were great Contefts about the Regency ; 
rl at laſt, Premijlous, Lord of Greet. Poland,” got the Upper Hand, 

iming the Tile of King, which had not been uted for near Two 

Tundred Years betor?. his Prince was murther'd by tome Bran- 
donburoh Emillaries, ctrcr he had reign'd bur Seven Months. 

Next to-him, was elett,d Ulidificus Lodicns, Who was depos'd for

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Then came Ienceſlans, King of Bohemia, to- be choſen ; bur after 
his Death, Ladicus was reſtor'd. | 

After him, his Son Caſimir the Great incceede'd ; who ſubdu'd all 
Riſſia, and united 1t to the Kingdom of Pil:zd. He dying, the 
Male Race of ”:;-/us loſt the Crown of Peland, which, after this 
Caſimir, devoly d to Lewis, King of Hwngary, who left rwo Daugh- 
tcrs. | 

Hediwigis, the youngeſt of which, was declired Queen, and 
marricd Fagello, Duke of Lithuania, who was then Baptized, ard 
made a Chriſtian. Upon this Marriage he was Acknowledged, 
and his Countries joined to Pelind aboit the year 1335. Fagello, 
who took at his Baptiſm the Name of Uladi/l:us the +th. had for 
his Succeſſor Ulad:flaus the 5th. Thus King was kikd in a Battle 
againſt the Turks; in his ſtead Ceſim.r the 44h. was made King of 
Poland, to whom Succeeded his Son PFolr Albert ; atter whom 
came his Brother Alexander, who Reigned only five Years, when 
came Sigiſmund the Firſt, one of the moſt famous Princes in his 
tame ; his Son Sigiſmund the 2d. was next Elected, who died with- 
our Iffue, and rhercby the Male Race of the Fagellonick Family was 
Extinct. | 

Then the Pelanders choſe Henry, Duke of Anjcu, Son of Henry 
the 2d. of France, King, and he was Crown<d the r5th. of Fi. 157.4. 
Burt this Prince having Notice of the Death of his Brother, Charles 
the Ninth, King of France, he went to reccive that Crown in 
I 57%. 
Then one Party of the Electors {ct up Stephen Batcri, Prince of 
Tranſilvenia; ard the other, Maximilian, Arch-Duke of Auſtria ; 
which brought.a War upon the Country. The Firit” carricd it, ard 
dicd withour Childrin, in 1580. 

Next Sigi/mund the Third, Son to fehn, King of Sweden, was {ct 
upon the rhrone in 1587, but the King, his Father, dying foon at- 
tcr, he went to take polkiſion of the Crown of Swedca. Some 
time afterwards the Swedes revolted, and choſe Charles, Prince of 
Sudermania, his Uncle, for their King. They went ro War witl: 
Sigi/mund, took Riga from him in 1525, and he dicd in 1622. Ul 
d'{laus, his Son, ſucceeded him, who dying in 15.483, they choſe in 
his place Fohn Caſimir ; he made a voluntary Abdication of the 
Crown, and had tor his Succellor Michal VI irznowinki, that di- 
ed in 1672, and Fon Sobieski (ucceeded. him, and died in 1696. 
3133s Prince was the Third of that Name ; he was the youngelt 

YON 


Son of Sob;esk;, Palavin of Cracovia, ec. and of a Daughter of Sra-. 
 niſlans Zolkiewski, Grand Chancellor, and Grand General of rhe 
Crown. He was made Grand Marſhal of the Crown, Auguſt 2 4th. 
1665, and Grand Mafter of the King's Houſhold, Palatin of Cra- 
covia, &c. He recovered 69 Towns from the rebellious Cofacks 
in the Ukrain in 1657, he h-Id out Podhois againſt the Tartars, and 
two years after he took from them and the Cofjacks all the Palati- 
nate of Brack/aw, in the Lower Podolia. He defeated the Turks in 
1671, during the ſiege of Leopold, upon the Peltaw, in the Black 
Reuſſia, and in 1673 won the famous Battle of Cherzim, upon the 
Nei/er, upon the Fronticrs of Moldavia: 'That Battle begun upon 
a Sarrerdary, and was not fully over till within three days after, at 
whar time it was ended by the Surrender of thar rhat Fortreſs. 
The Twuks in that Battle loſt 8000 Farifaries, and 2000 Spah7's, 
which being one of the moſt celebrared Victories in rhis Age, was 
g:1incd upon the 11th. of Now. the next day after the deceaſe of 
King Michael Korilut Wiemnowiski, The Grand Marfhal Sobieski was 
Elected, May 10. 1674, but was not Crowned till fifreen Months 
after, during which time he gained ſeveral Advantages over the 
Turks, and conſtrained them to make a Peace at Zurowna. Ev 
one knows how much he contribured towards the Railing the 
Siege of Viena, being himſelf in Perſon at the Action, wherein he 
acquired great Renown. He eſpouſed Mary de la Grange, the 
Daughter of the Marquiſs 4 Arquien, not long ſince made g Tar - 
dinal, of the Noble Family of de 1a Grange 111 Nivernois ; ſhe was 
the Widow of Prince Zamoiskji. The King had ſeveral Children 
by her, and among the reſt three Princes, of which the Eldeſt 
has the Honour to be Brother-in-Law to the Emperor, by Mar- 
_ rying one of the Princetles of Neuburgs : Laſtly, tro compleart his 

Encomum, he ſpoke ſcveral Languages, and was a great Lover of 
Buks, and Learned Men. 


CHAP. 


CHAE IT 
Of the Government, and Manner of Eletton im Poland. 


Oland is 4 State where the Government 15: Nonarchical, and 

1  Ariſtocratical. It is Monarchical, becauſe they have a King ; 
and Ariſtocratical, by reaſon their Kin; is not an Abſolute Prince, 
chat can Diſpoſe and Reſolve upon Afﬀairs by his own Power with - 
out Conſent of the Senators.. I have already ta'swn Notice, thar 
J iſhop of Gneſna is Primate of the Kingdom, and has the 
dminitftration, during an Inter-regnum. He Aliembles the States 
ro Elect a new King, and: Appoints both Time and Place. After 
every one has given his Suffrage, the King is Fledtd by Majority 
of Voices. This Prelate declares him, brings him forth into the 
middle of the Aſſembly, then he is Conducted tro the Church, 
where, after Maſs, he Swears to preſerve the Privileges of the King- 
dom, and to keep the Eftabliſhed Laws, which oblige him to do 
nothing without Conſent of the Stares. Upon Matters of mo- 
ment the King ſends, by his Chancellor, Lerters to the Palarins, 
ealled Itru$icnis Littere, b<cauſe they mention the Etate of thoſe 
Aﬀairs his Majeſty has to propoſe to the Aﬀſembly, and Appoints 
them a Time ro come to Court ; When they reccive thete Let- 
ters,. every one of the Senators particularly exarrines the Na- 
ture, Quality, Subj<&t and Conſequences of the Propoſitions, to 
which he has a Liberty ro Anſwer as he fhall rhink fitting, whe- 
cher with refpe& ro the pubiick Good, or his own private Inter- 
eft. The King {nds Letters alſo into the Palarinates, where the 
Nobility a!mble to chooſe one among them, a Perſon of Merit, 
that is ſafhcient and capable to {pcak in behalf of their Province, 
in whom they are univerſally to agree t5: For if it happens there 
be one \Negative in the Ailcmbly, "tis impoilible to proceed tar- 
ther, the Deputy Cannot g9, and thar Province has no Voice in 
the States, Afﬀer thcfe Provincial Afſemblies are over, the Sena- 
tors and Deputics appear at Court at the Time prefixed, where 
the King, attended by his Chanccllor, fignities to rhem firlt the 
Cape of their Meeting, then hears and receives their Advices, _ 
they 


F 
to muſt be unanimous in their Reſolutions, or, as they fay, Ne. 
mine recl.mante, nemine difſenticnte, or the Dict breaks up, every 
one vors home again, and the Propoitiorns come to nothing. A- 
M02zZ 2 Cittcs, there are only Cracow, Dant'c and Vilna that have 
the Privil-ge of {ending Depuries to the Diet. The ordinary Mar- 
t-rs are Tranſatted before the Judges eſtabliſhed in every Palari- 
71.7te, and, as in the Provincial Aflemblies, all manner of Perſons 
have Liberty to be preſent, and hear whart is propoſed, the mean- 
elt Country-man may know all. So when ever they Treat of War, 
the Enemy is adviſed and informed of their Dcitgns, their Strength, 
and how ro ruine them. The King's beſt Revenue contifls in the 
Salr-works near Cr:cow, in the Mines of Copper, Lead and Silver, 
in the Fiſhery, and Tribute of the Jews, His Revenues are com- 
purcd at 6090009 Crowns per Ann. The Profit ariling from his 
Demcſnes are commonly grven away in Penſions and Bountics, to 
the Palatines, Chaſtcllains, and other Great Men, to engage them 
LO [11s Intereſts. Moft of what comes into his own Cofters, 1s &1- 
ther laid up, or Expended in the Purchaſe of Eſtates for his young- 
er Sons ; his Daughters being Marricd at the Publick Charge ; and 
the Expences of bis Houſhold defrayed by his Subjeets. | 

He has the Nomination of the Biſhopricks, and of all the Dig- 
nities of rhe Kingdom, and of the Commiliions of War and Re- 
venue, the Courts of Tuſtice, and Civil Government. The chiet- 
ſt Dignitics are the Licutcnanrt, the Great Maſter of the King's 
Houſhold, the Great Treaſurer, the Gr-at Provoſt, cc. Theſe 
Places are both for the Kingdom of Poland, and Dutchy of Lithu«- 
2io, Where the King gocs every two or three Years to hold a 
Dict; and as ſoon as he enters vpon the Country, he is only ſer- 
ved by the Officers of the Dutchy. The Grand Marſhal of the 
Crown, or Crown General, has very great Advantages, and his Of- 
tice gives him the Title atfo of Grand Malicr of the King's Houle, 
Great Maſter of the Cercmonics, Introduattor of Ambaſladors, 
Judge and NMiaſtcr of the Civil Government ; he can maxe Laws, 
and bas Power of Life and Death in him. The Generals of rhis 
Kingdom, and of Lithuania, may fight as they ſee Cauſe, ard have 
Sovertzn Power in the Camp. Eetidcs the Palatines and Chaſltet- 
 Jans thiat I have ſpoke of, there arc in all the Cities, Burghers, 

Iudges ard Magiftrurs. ut there lies an Appeal from them ro 
Cracow for Gree: Polimd, and to Lublin tor the Leſſer Poland and 
ed

Tho? the King of Poland has the.name of a King and the fhrſt Dakes 
were in troth Kings without the Title z y<t atpreſror he is nothing 
lefs, being not allowed to make Peace or Wir, to 1p. Taxes, make 
Laws,alienate arv of his Demeſnes, or in ſhot, to do 41; thing of im- 
portance which concerns the Publick, without the conlent of the 


| . Diet. And he does not only ſwear to do al] this, but allows their 


DHobedience, in caſe he violates his Oath, which makes the Subjects 
the Princes Judges, and this Kingdom a meer Ariſtocracy, or knot 
of petty Kingdoms under one Head. 

The Firſt Dukes indeed were abſolute Princes, and ruled after a 
Deſpotical manner, having power not only of the Eftates of their 
Subjects, but of Life and Death without formalities of Law; yec 
when they once became Elective they loſt much of that power, which 
decayed fo by degrees, that at laſt it came to nothing, magn nommes 
umbra, A Diminution which began firit in the times of Lews- of 
Hungary, and Fagelloof Lithuania, who to gain the ſucceſſion to the 
Kingdom contrary to Law, the one for his Daughter, the other for 
his Son,parted with many of their Royalties and Prerogatives to buy 
che Voices of the Nobility. Since which time the Nobility in al] their 
EleCtions have limited and reſtrained the Kings Authority, 2nd en- 
larged their own. Yet the King once choſen and enthroned hath 
ſole Power in many things, as in aſſembling the Diers, chooling Pe. 
culiar Councellors,diſpoling abſolutely of his Vaſſals and the Revenues 
of the Crown, to what uſe he pleaſeth. He alſo is ſole Judge of the 
Nobility in criminal Cauſes, which is aſtrong Bridle upon them. 
By which, and either joyning with the Clergy, or well forming his 
party among the Nobility, he may do many things not ſtrictly 
legal ; the power and influence he hath in the publick Government 
being in proportion to his Abilities and Dexterity in managing them, 

The Forces of this Kingdom conſiſt moſt in Horſe, whereof 
they are able to raiſe 160000. Their Infantry are generally 
German or Hungarians, whom they hire for mony, and are like o0- 
thec mercenary Soldiers. For the raiſing the Horſe, the Gentlemen 
of the Country are obliged by their Tenure, not only to ſerve in Per- 
ton for the Defence of the Realm, but to maintain a certain number 
of Horſe in continual readineſs, eſpecially in thoſe parts next the 
Tartars, where their numbers are great, and with whom they many 
times joyn to afflict and haraſs their own Country. 
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CHAEV. 
The Religion of the Polanders. 


He ancient Inhabitants of. the Country were 1aolaters, and wor- 
ſhiped the ſame Gods as the Greeks, the Romans and German: 
Tertull;an aſſures us in his Treatiſe againſt the Jews, that the Goſpe. 
was then preached in Sarmatia : But we know It was not received 
in that Sarmatia, which is now Poland till the 10th. Century. Mici- 
ſlaus, or Miko I. married Debraw, the Daughter of Boleſlaus, 
Duke of Bohemia; and was Baptized the 7th. of March in the Year 
o65, and 966. ſince that time the Polanacrs have always continued 
Chriſtians. Lutheraniſm and Calviniſm have been received among 
them, but have not not prevalled there as in other Countries. They 
came acquainted with them from John Huſs, and others in the 15th. 
Century, who came from Buremia into this Country, Gregory Paul 
Atiniſter of Cracow, preached Arrianiſm there about the Year 1566, 
but was driven thence by Szgi/mond, with George Blandrata, Lelius 
Socinus, Valentinus Gentilis, and ſome others. Fauſt us Socinus, who has 
even the name to the Socinians,came thither afterwards and left his 
Diſciples who are to be found there to this day. There are likewiſe 
fome Luther ans, Calviniſts and Arnabaptiſts to be found in other parts 
of Lithuania. T hey have among them allo Schiſmaticks, Greeks, 
and many Jews that are in ſome credit for their Wealth. They en- 
joy ſome particular Priviledges, but you ſee them always intent up- 
on their Profit and Uſury. They live miſerable without Eſtates in 
Land, and only enrich themſelves by Trade, The Polanders are 
zealous in their Religion, hear Maſs daily, and practice great Auf: 
terities upon themſelyes during Lent.

A Relation of the Death of John Sobteski, /ate King 
of Poland : With an Account of the Preſent Ele&ion, 
_ as it now ſtands. 


T 0hn S9bieski the late King of Poland, departed this Lite 
the 17th of Juxe, 1696. about nine a Clock at Night, 


| leaving behind him his Queen and 3 Princes, (vzz.) James, 


Alexander and Conſtantine, with a Princeſs who is maried to 
the preſent EleQor of Bavaria. In his life time he heaped up 
vaſt Riches, and Endeavoured to make the Crown Hered1- 
tary, but in vain. | 
The King being Dead, which was notifyed by Expreſs to 
the Cardinal Radziowstt Arch-Biſhop of Gxeſna, Primate of 
the Kingdom of Po/aza, and Regent during the Izter-regnurm, 
he repaired immediately to the Capitol, and made his pub- 
lick Entry into Warſaw on the 24th of June, 1696. with the 
uſual Ceremonies ; the firſt thing he did was to call together 
the Senators, Principal Miniſters and Biſhops, who met, 
and had Conterence in his Preſence the 28 and 29th of Fare, 
1696. and came to the following Reſolutions, ( viz. ) Firſt, 
To notify the Death of the King to the Caftelleixs, and that 
the grand Convocation for Eletting a new King be fixed up- 
on the 29th of Auguſt, 1696. Secondly, That notice be 
given to the Foreign Princes. Thirdly, That the Frontier 
Garrilons be reinforced, and the Troops maintained out of 
the publick Revenue, Fourthly, That the Treaſurer of the 
Crown do regulate the deceaſed Kings Court. Fitthly, The 
Cardinal Primate recommended to the Treaſurer of the 
Crown the ſafety of Triaity Fort, &c. And Sixthly, He fin- 


cerely promiſed to preſerve the Jura Patronatus Regia. 
C 2 The 
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The Cardinal Primate having thus taken the Government 
upon him { which of right belongs to his Eminence during 
the Izter-regnum ) he has managed Aﬀairs there ever ſince, 
much in favour of Fraxce, and againſt the Intereſt of the ' 
Houſe of C1u/tr1a. 

There were at firſt, ſeveral Illuſtrious Perſons propoſed as 
Candidates to fill the Throne, (wiz. ) Prince James, Prince 
Alexander, two of the late King Sons, the Eleftor of Bavarea, 
the Prince of Vaudemont, the Duke of Lorrain, the Grarcd 
Mateſchal ofthe Crown, Prince Sapzeha, the Prince of New- 
bourg, the Prince of Traz{ivania, with the Prince of Corti, 
the Prince Don Livio Ode/chalchi, and the Prince of Bader 
the Elector of Saxony, nor theri being talked of. 

There being ſo many Pretenders, the Kingdom fell into 
| F:tien, and he that had the moſt Money ſeemed to have 
the beſt Intereſt, in the meantime the Armies of Polaxd and 
[uhuyaniaConſederated, and Committed abundance of Holii- 
lities, doing a World of Miſchief, being ſupported under 
hand by the Abbot of Polzgnac Ambaſſador of France, with 
Money. "This put the Kingdom 1nto a Flame, and occaſion- 
ed the general Convocation to be put off from time to time z 
but at length the Crown generally prevailed with the Con- 
federate Armies to ſubmit, having procured a round Sum of 
Money of the Queen Dowager, to be diſtributed amongft 
them. | 

This being done, matters became Calm ; and the particu- 
lar Diets were held, which termicated, but not withour 
heats. 

The general Dict was appointed, and the overture made 
on the 15th of May, 1697. with the accuſtomed Ceremony, 
brit the Popes Nuncio folemniied the Maſs of the holy Ghott. 
Aiter which the Biſhop of Poſcow made a Sermon exhorting 
the Aſſembly to mind the intereſt of the republick, and lay 
aſide all private Advantages, and to Advance to the Throne 
whom they ſhould deem moſt Wo: thy. The 


a 

The firſt thing the Aſſembly did, was to make choice of a 
Speaker, but that rook up a conſiderable time, becauſe all 
the Depurics were not at firſt came up, but in Concluſion 
the Sieur Þ:1inski, a Perſon of Polite Learning and Ability 
was Elected, but the lower Nobility being Jealous that he 
was in the intereſt of France, threatned to cut him 1n Pieces 
if he ſhouid move the advancing a French Man fo the 
Crown : However we find ſince that hedid not in the leaſt 
promote the Intereſt of the Prince of Coxri, which Ju'y 
Demonſtrates that he favoured the promoting of ſuch as 
ſhould be propoſed by the Emperor and his Allies. Note that 
this Election began the firſt of June, New Stile, and laſted 
till the 16/5 of the ſame Month before the Suffrages could 
be colletted and told, this Aﬀair which was only looked upon 
as a preliminary, took vpa whole Month. 

The next thing they were to do, was to give Audiences 
to the Foreign Miniſters, which they Commenced, on the 
20th of Jane; Sregnior Davia the Popes Nuncio being firſt ad- 
mitted, and next to him the Biſhop of Paſſav, the Emperors 
' Extraordinary Amballador, and the relt in their turns. 

The One and Twentieth of Jauxe being come, none could 
then Conjecture who ſhouid be Elevated to the Crown, 
many of thoſe firſt propoſed, not being ſo much as meation- 
ed. | | : 

Pricce Doz Livio Odeſchalchi, who had propoſed the moſt 
advantageous terms to the Republick, was alſo not thought. 
fit to Sway the Crown: They wanting a Warlike Prince, 
whoſe Name was Terrible to the Infidels, to be King. 

As for the Duke of Lorraiz, there was two main Obſtacles 
that hindred them from making Choice of him: Firſt, his 
tender Age ; and the ſecond, becaute the Houſe of Lorrarn 
having their Territories, could not Expend ſuch large Sums 
as was neceſlary for the purchaſing Suffrages. 

And upon the whole, it was thought that the Party of 

the 
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the Frince of Coxtz, and that of the Prince of Baden was 
the ſtrongeſt 3, yet ſome were of Opinion, that the Party of 
Prince James did over-ballance that of the Prince of Cort: : 
{o that the Poles were afraid then of a double Eletion, un- 
le{s they could pitch upon a Third Perſon to the {atisaCtion 
_ of both fides; which was hardly to be done. 

There was no Diſcourſe all this while of the watch 
EleQor of Sax0y ; but he being arrived at Dreſden, which 
is his Capitol, the beginniog of June, he muſtered his Troops, 
to the number cf 10000 Men, and inſtead of going for Hux- 
gary to Command the Imperial Army, he marched with 
them to Breſ/las in Sileſia, where he explained' his deſign of 
ſtanding a Candidate for the Crown of Poland ; which was 
an Amazement to moſt People, becauſe of his Religion, he 
being looked upon to have been a Proteſtant ; bur it ſoon ap- 
peared otherwiſe ; for he had turned Roman Catholick at Vi- 
enna 18 Months before, which induced the Pope's Nuncio to 
{peak 1n his behalf at the Diet 3 ſo that then it was no Se- 
cret. 

The Day of Ele&ion being come, which was the Twenty 
Sixth of June, they drew out into the Field, and being come 
to the Place appointed, the Riſhop of Ploſcow, and thoſe of 
his Palatine, flung up their Caps, and cried out, Vivat Can- 
aes; but they were immediately {urrounded, and threatned 
to be Cut in picces with Cimitars, it not being their turn to 
ſpeak. 

; Contti's Party finding thus, that they were not ftrong enough 

to Ele him, ſent to the French Ambaſlador to let him 
know, that it he would conſent to it, they would give their 
Suftrages to Ele any other, offering to return him the im- 
menſe Sums which they had received of him,buthe inſiſted ro 
have the Prince of Coxtz Elected, according to his Inſ{tructi- 
ons from his Maſter. 


Whilſt 
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Whilſt theſe things were in Agitation, the Primate and the 
Biſhop Ploſcow EleQted the Prince of Contz, and cauſed him to 
be proclaimed, and immediately retired out of the Field, 
and went to the Cathedral at War/aw, where they Sung Te 
Deam, 

Upon which the Favourers of the Houſe of Auſtria, find- 
ing that the Prince of Cot; had but Fourteen Voices more 
than the EleCtor of Saxony, or Prince James, they reſolved 
to unite their Suffrages in favour of his EleQtoral Highneſs, 
by which means he had One and Twenty Voices more than 
Conti. ny 

This raiſed up the droopiog Spirits of thoſe that were 1a the 
Intereſt of the H.of Auſiria againſt that of Bourbon, to that de- 
oree, that they cauſed inſtantly the Biſh, of Cxjav7e,at the Head 
of that Party, to repair in all haſte to the Cathedral at War- 
{aw, where he entred with a Numerous Train ; but finding 
the Doors ſhut by order of the Cardinal Primate, the Popes 
Nuncio cauſed them to be broke open; and Proclaim- 
ed Frederick Auguſt EleCtor of Saxozy, King, with accuſtom- 
ed Ceremony, Te Deum was likewiſe Sung the ſame day. 

The EleQor's Party went into the Field the 27th and the 
28th, but that of the Prince of Cont? never appeared after 
the firſt day, ſo that his Party viſibly fell off daily, particu- 
larly the Senators; ſo that Two Hundred Forty Three Stand- 
ards declared for his Electoral Highneſs, and bur Thirty 
Four for Cort. — 

The Party of the Eleftor upon this drew up the Concor- 
date which the King is to Sign, and agreed to ſend a formal 
Deputation to. Bre//as, to invite the ElcCtor to accept of the 
Crown. : 

The four Mareſchals have declared in his Favour alſo. 

The Biſhop of (javia made a ſolemn Proteſtation againſt 
the unlawful Eleftion of the Prince of Coxti, without the 
gain-ſaying of any. The Royaliſts fired through the Win-

dows of the Cardinal Primate*s Falace as they paſſed by, ut- 
tering many Contumacious words againſt his Eminence. 

Oa the 4th of July the great Embatly, conſiſting of four 
Senators, accompanied by a great number of the Nobility 
and Gentry, went from Warſav for Bre//au in Sieſta, to Con- 
gratulate the New King, and to Condutt him to Cratas to be 
Crowned. 

On the 5th of July the Way wade of Vilna, the great Ma- 
reſchal of Lithuania, the Crown Treaſurer, and the Biſhop 
of Ploſcow, as Partiſans of the Prince of Conti, conferred with 
_ the Generals who are for the Elefor of Saxozy, 1n order to 
adjuſt matters, but to no purpole, the Adherents of: Cont: 
refuſing to deſert him, threatning the Republick with a War 
from France, though he ſhould be neceſſitated to make Peace 
with the Allies. 

The Miniſter of Sexozy having received a Million of 
Crowns, diſtributed ſome of it among the Army, which 
gained them intirely to the ſide of his EleQoral Highnels, 
and to promiſe to ſtand by him with their Lives and For- 
tunes; and ina word, they made Rejoycings upon his Ele- 
vation, and diſcharged all their Cannon Thrice, e*c. 

The Criticks make ſtrange ConjeQures at the ſtriking of 
the Thunder-bolr in the Elecor's Cloſet at Dre/dexr, and at 
the ſame time in his Houſe at /7enna ; it being the very hour 
he was Elected King of Poland. 

The EleQtor's Party have left no Stone unturned to bring 


over (oztt's Party ; and as an Expedicat they ſent for the. 


Elector's Miniſter to the place of EleQtion by above an Hun- 
dred Deputies, where he produced an Atteſtation that the 
EleAor his Maſter was turned Roman Catholick, thanked 
them tor their EleCtion, telling them, that his Maſter, pur- 
ſuant to his promiſe, would pay the Ten Millions of Poliſh 
Florins, that he would maintain Six Thouſand Men at his 
own Charge, &c. Upon which the Party of his ag 
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Highneſs, bound themſelves with an Aſſociation to ſtand by 
him, and not change their Minds. 

I preſume it will not be amiſs, to incert here the ſubſtance 
of a Letter, which the Cardinal primate {ent the day atter 
the EleQtion to the ElcQtor, wherein among other things he 
iaſerts what follows, viz. 


WWe thought not to diſpoſe of the Care of our Kingaom to 
your Elettoral Highneſs, who 1s now taken up with Heroick 


 Aftions againſt the Common Enemy of Chriſtendom, for 


which reaſon we requeſt your Blettoral Highneſs, nat to ac- 
cept of this nomination or unanimous, but according to your 
innate Generoſity, and out of Love to the neighbourhood, to 
let us remain in Peace with our free Eleftton of our King 
De Conty, zf your Eleforal Hrghneſs make any ground 
on the unity of the Generals, and the great Emulation be- 
tween them and the Republick ; you may be aſſured the mere 
firmly, we have reſolved not to accept of the King by them 
propoſed, Sec. 


The Expreſs diſpatched with this Letter, returned with 
it Ynopened, becauſe the Addreſs was to the Elector, and 
not King. 

The Cardinal Primate has. remoaſtrated to all the Neigh- 
bouring Princes ; that the EleCtion of the EleQtor of Saxony 
:0 be King of Polar 1s void, it being contrary to the known 
i.aws of the Land, but they take no Notice of it. But on 
:be other hand the Czar of Mu/covy and others threaten the 
e;> lick with a perpetual War ; 1n caſe they ſhould Ad- 
 ..... A Frewch Man to the Throne. 
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The EleQor of Saxovy now King of Polard being gone 
irom Zreflxu to Tarnowitz ; he had advice that the great Em- 
baſſy of Poland, were approaching on the 21/t and on the 234, 
his Majeſty rendred himfelt without the Gate ; where an 
Elcvated place was Erefted, covered with green Bows ; and 
hung with Tapiſtry, and a Throne EreQted under a Velvet 
Canopy richly Adorned. "The King was very finely Dreſ- 
{cd, his Cloaths being Decked with Diamonds ; ſo that'his 
Suit was ſaid to be worth a Million, The Embaſſy being ar- 
rived, they were Condutted to the King with the Sound of 
Trumpets 2nd Kettle Drums. His Majeſty ſtood under 
the Canopy with the Biſhop of Paſſau on his Right Hand, 
and the Prince cf Furſtemburg on his Lett, one of the Prime 
Miniſters Conducted them to the Throne, where after a 
profound Reverence delivered their Credentials, which 
were read; after which the firſt Ambaſſador, being the 
Wayvode Wylinsks for Poland, Commenced his Speech in 
V attin ; and having Extolled the King's Perſon, and his great 
Qualities, he intimated the reaſons of their Arival, The 2d 
Amballador having the Wayvode of Witegisk; for Lithuania, 
did the like; as did allo the 34 Ambaſſador, who is the 
Staroſt of Zydaizoiw, in the Name of the' Nobility. Then 
the King commanded the Baron Fleming to Anſwer them in 
La: 1n. 

On the 27th the new King with the Court, and the 
Embaſſy broke up from Tarnowitz for the Fronters of Poland 
in order to go to Crakaw, where he 1s to be Crowned the 
15:h of September : He is to be called Auguſtus the Se- 
cond. 

Since the new King is arrived at (arteaw, where he was 
received with the Loud Acclamations of the People ; and 
he has Drawn together there upwards of 20000 Men, and 
is Diſpoling all things for his Coronation, having {worn 
to the Padta Conventa. -

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Yet notwithſtanding, the Cardinal Primate does not deſiit 
from promoting the iatereſt of the Prince of Conti, having 
ſummoned the Nobility to meet the 26th. of Auguſt, pre- 
tending to proceed to a new EleCtion, but it will ſignify 
nothing; the Eleftor of Saxony having already poſlefſion, 
not only of the Kingdom, but allo'of the Crown ; and on 
the other hand, the Czar of Muſcovy offers to aſſiſt him 
with 60000 Men to make good his pretentions, and the 
Elefor of Brandenburgh with 16coo. So that we may con- 
clude, that rhis Ele&ion will terminate without the Effuſi- 
on of Blood in Favour of his Ele&oral Highneſs now King 
of Poland. |
